RIGHTS AND FUNCTIONS 

CTB MESSAGE NO. 277 

SUMMARY: TEXT BELOW IS A COMPOSITE WORKING DRAFT OF 
ARTICLE II OF THE TECHNICAL ANNEX, PREPARED IN EARLY JULY 
BY THE OSI WORKING GROUP AS A BASIS FOR DISCUSSION. A 
REPORT ON THE STATUS OF NEGOTIATIONS AND A COMMENTARY ON 
SPECIFIC ISSUES KEYED TO THE COMPOSITE DRAFT ARE TRANS- 
MITTED SEPTEL. IN THIS CABLE /B/ REPRESENTS BRACKETS; 

(1) REPRESENTS US DELEGATION LANGUAGE; (2) REPRESENTS 
SOVIET DELEGATION LANGUAGE. BEGIN TEXT: 

1 . THE NUMBER OF DESIGNATED PERSONNEL SHALL NOT EXCEED 
/B/ 30/B/(l)/B/15/B/ (2). 

2. THE DATE AGREED FOR THE ARRIVAL OF THE DESIGNATED 
SECRET 
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PERSONNEL AT THE SPECIFIED PORT OF ENTRY SHALL BE NOT 
LATER THAN 30 DAYS AFTER THE PARTIES REACH AGREEMENT ON 
THAT DATE AS PROVIDED FOR IN PARAGRAPH 5 OF ARTICLE II 
OF THE AGREEMENT. THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL SHALL BE 
TRANSPORTED FROM THE PORT OF ENTRY TO THE INSPECTION AREA 
WITHIN FIVE DAYS AFTER THEY ARRIVE AT THE PORT OF ENTRY, 

AND MAY REMAIN IN THE AREA FOR NOT MORE THAN /B/ 30 /B/ 
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(1) /B/ 20 /B/ (2) DAYS IN ORDER TO CARRY OUT THEIR 
RIGHTS AND FUNCTIONS. 

3. THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO USE 
THE FOLLOWING TYPES OF BASIC EQUIPMENT TO BE PROVIDED BY 
EITHER PARTY. THE REQUESTING PARTY SHALL NOTIFY THE HOST 
PARTY, DURING THE CONSULTATIONS ON THE CONDUCT OF THE 
INSPECTION PURSUANT TO PARAGRAPH 5 OF ARTICLE II OF THE 
AGREEMENT, WHICH EQUIPMENT WILL BE USED AND WHICH PARTY 
WILL SUPPLY IT: 

(A) /B/ RADIATION MONITORING EQUIPMENT INCLUDING /B/ (1) 
PORTABLE SCINTILLATION COUNTERS, PORTABLE GAMMA SPECTRUM 
ANALYZERS, AND EQUIPMENT FOR TAKING AND PREPARING SAMPLES. 

(B) METAL DETECTORS; 

/B/ (C) PORTABLE SEISMOMETERS, ASSOCIATED CONNECTING 
CABLES, AND RECORDING EQUIPMENT; 

(D) A MICROPROCESSOR AND GRAPHICS TERMINAL TO BE USED IN 
CONIUNCTION WITH THE ABOVE EQUIPMENT FOR THE ANALYSIS OF 
SAMPLES AND DATA; 

(E) A PASSIVE RADIO POSITION-FIXING SYSTEM FOR DETERMIN- 
ING THE LOCATION OF THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL;

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(F) GEOLOGISTS' FIELD TOOLS, AND EQUIPMENT FOR RECORDING 
OF FIELD NOTES. /B/ (1) 

/B/ THE EQUIPMENT MAY INCLUDE MEASURING AND CALIBRA- 
TION INSTRUMENTS, POWER SUPPLIES, MAINTENANCE EQUIPMENT, 
SPARE PARTS AND OTHER MATERIALS NECESSARY FOR ENSURING 
THE PROPER FUNCTIONING OF THE EQUIPMENT. IBI (1) 

IB/ EACH TYPE OF SPECIFIED EQUIPMENT IS PROVIDED AS 
A SET AND INCLUDES MEASURING AND CALIBRATION INSTRUMENTS, 
BUILT-IN POWER SOURCES, CONNECTING CABLES AND SPARE PARTS, 
NECESSARY TO INSURE PROPER FUNCTIONING OF THIS EQUIPMENT. 
/B/ (2) 

4. THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO 
ACQUIRE PHOTOGRAPHS TAKEN PROMPTLY IN THE AGREED INSPEC- 
TION AREA AT THE REQUEST AND IN THEIR PRESENCE BY THE 
PERSONNEL OF THE HOST PARTY, /B/ USING THE PHOTOGRAPHIC 
EQUIPMENT OF THE HOST PARTY IBI (2), AS WELL AS PHOTO- 
GRAPHS OF VISUAL DISPLAYS AND RECORDS PRODUCED BY THE 
EQUIPMENT USED BY DESIGNATED PERSONNEL, TAKEN BY CAMERAS 
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WHICH ARE COMPONENT PARTS OF SUCH EQUIPMENT. /B/ TWO 
PHOTOGRAPHS SHALL BE TAKEN IN EACH INSTANCE, USING CAMERAS 
AND FILM PROVIDED BY THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL. IN THE 
CASE OF FILM WHICH IS NOT DEVELOPED AUTOMATICALLY, IT 
SHALL BE DEVELOPED AND PRINTED BY THE DESIGNATED PERSON- 
NEL IN THE PRESENCE OF THE HOST PARTY PERSONNEL, USING 
EQUIPMENT BROUGHT BY THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL. ONE OF 
THE PHOTOGRAPHS OF EACH SUBJECT SHALL BE PROVIDED TO THE 
HOST PARTY PERSONNEL AT THE COMPLETION OF THE DEVELOPING 

SECRET 
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AND PRINTING PROCESS. ALL CAMERAS SHALL BE KEPT IN 
AGREED SECURE STORAGE WHEN NOT IN USE./B/ (1) 

5. IF THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL, IN ACCORDANCE WITH PARA- 
GRAPH 3 OF THIS ARTICLE, USE BASIC EQUIPMENT OF THE HOST 
PARTY, A DESCRIPTION OF SUCH EQUIPMENT AND ITS OPERATING 
INSTRUCTIONS SHALL BE PROVIDED TO THE REQUESTING PARTY 
NOT LATER THAN 15 DAYS PRIOR TO THE ARRIVAL OF THE DESIG- 
NATED PERSONNEL AT THE PORT OF ENTRY. THE EQUIPMENT 
SHALL BE TURNED OVER TO THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL FOR THE 
PURPOSES OF THE INSPECTION UPON THE ARRIVAL OF THE DESIG- 
NATED PERSONNEL AT THE INSPECTION AREA, AND SHALL BE 
DEMONSTRATED TO BE IN WORKING ORDER. 

6. IF THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL USE THEIR OWN BASIC 
EQUIPMENT IN ACCORDANCE WITH PARAGRAPH 3 OF THIS ARTICLE, 
THE PROCEDURES OF THIS PARAGRAPH SHALL APPLY. 
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(A) NOT LATER THAN 15 DAYS BEFORE THE DATE ESTABLISHED 
FOR THE ARRIVAL OF DESIGNATED PERSONNEL AT THE PORT OF 
ENTRY, THE REQUESTING PARTY SHALL PROVIDE THE HOST PARTY 
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TWO IDENTICAL SETS OF EACH TYPE OF EQUIPMENT IN SEALED 
CONTAINERS TOGETHER WITH A DESCRIPTION, SPECIFICATIONS, 
AND INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE INSTALLATION AND OPERATION OF 
THAT EQUIPMENT. 

(B) THE PERSONNEL OF THE HOST PARTY SHALL CHOOSE ONE OF 
THESE TWO SETS FOR USE BY THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL FOR 
THE PURPOSES OF THE ON-SITE INSPECTION. THE SET CHOSEN 
SHALL BE TRANSPORTED BY THE HOST PARTY TO THE INSPECTION 
AREA IN THE SEALED CONTAINERS IN WHICH THIS EQUIPMENT 
ARRIVED AND SHALL BE TURNED OVER TO THE DESIGNATED PER- 
SONNEL ON THE DAY ON WHICH THEY ARRIVE AT THE INSPECTION 
AREA. 

(C) THE SET OF EQUIPMENT NOT CHOSEN BY THE HOST PARTY 
PERSONNEL FOR THE PURPOSES OF ON-SITE INSPECTION SHALL BE 
AT THE DISPOSAL OF THE HOST PARTY FOR 60 DAYS AND SHALL 
THEN BE RETURNED TO THE REQUESTING PARTY. 

(D) THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL SHALL DEMONSTRATE TO THE 
HOST PARTY PERSONNEL THAT THE EQUIPMENT IS IN WORKING 
ORDER BEFORE IT IS USED. 

(E) ALL EQUIPMENT USED IN THE COURSE OF AN ON-SITE INSPEC- 
TION MAY BE RETAINED BY THE HOST PARTY FOR A PERIOD OF UP 
TO 30 DAYS AFTER THE END OF THE INSPECTION, AFTER WHICH 

IT SHALL BE RETURNED TO THE REQUESTING PARTY. 

7. THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL IN ORDER TO CARRY OUT THEIR 
RIGHTS AND FUNCTIONS SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO USE 
/B/ PORTABLE SHORT-RANGE COMMUNICATION EQUIPMENT, FIELD 
GLASSES, SURVEYING EQUIPMENT, HAND TOOLS, STEREO AERIAL 
PHOTOGRAPHS OF THE INSPECTION AREA OR EQUIVALENT TOPO- 
SECRET 
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GRAPHIC MAPS WITH A SCALE OF (BLANK), AND OTHER /B/ (1) 
SUPPORT EQUIPMENT /B/ SPECIFIED BY THE REQUESTING PARTY 
AND /B/ (1) PROVIDED BY THE HOST PARTY. /B/ THE IOINT 
CONSULTATIVE COMMISSION SHALL ESTABLISH, IN ADVANCE, 
PROCEDURES TO ENSURE THAT THE EQUIPMENT MEETS THE SPECI- 
FICATIONS OF THE REQUESTING PARTY AND THAT THE DESIGNATED 
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PERSONNEL HAVE ADEQUATE OPPORTUNITY TO BECOME FAMILIAR 
WITH ITS USE. A DESCRIPTION OF THE EQUIPMENT AND OPERA- 
TING INSTRUCTIONS SHALL BE PROVIDED TO THE REQUESTING 
PARTY (BLANK) DAYS BEFORE THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL ARE 
TO ARRIVE AT THE PORT OF ENTRY./B/ (1) 

/B/8. IN CONSULTATIONS TO FACILITATE AN INSPECTION, THE 
PARTIES MAY AGREE, PURSUANT TO PARAGRAPH 3(F) OF ARTICLE 
III OF THE AGREEMENT, TO INCREASE THE NUMBER OF DESIG- 
NATED PERSONNEL, TO MAKE USE OF AN AERIAL SURVEY BY THE 
HOST PARTY UTILIZING AGREED AIRCRAFT AND EQUIPMENT 
ACCORDING TO AGREED PROCEDURES, OR TO USE EQUIPMENT NOT 
REFERRED TO ELSEWHERE IN THIS ANNEX./B/ (1) JOHNSON
